Where are the War Issues? 


mS THE war goes on it becomes more and more surprising for 
Mi lack of stamp issues as results of the amazing turn of events. 
In our own country we have gone in for militarization ir 

typically collossal American manner, but our postal cancel- 
lations ignore it and our postage stamps, aside from the 2c 
Defense are as peaceful as ever. Even the minuteman on the 
Savings stamps reminds us only of another era, not of the pre- 
ent. Abroad the stamp printers are above such minor interruptions as national 
disaster, such annoyances as bombs. Cities are converted to rubble, yet stamp 
plates and presses seem magically protected. Evidently a pressroom is safer 
than a bombproof. Designs have not suffered in the emergency. If anything, 
France’s postal paper has improved. Britain’s current series for homeland and 
possessions give practically no inkling that a very serious war is in progess. 
Changes of colors cause little comment, since that’s always going on in the 


Germany, prior to the war using stamps for all the propaganda it could 
crowd in the small confines of its issues, is satisfied with single-line overprints 
for conquered regions. Russia remains just Russia. The Japanese continue to

The U. S. itself has felt the restraining influence of the war. Where in 
past years the Bureau was busy grinding out commemoratives and other spe- 
cial issues, the press of other printing has caused not just a reduction in new is- 
sue output, but a total elimination of them. A lot of us are now getting a 
chance to really look at what came out last year. So long as the Chief De- 
signer remains preoccupied with foreign troubles it doesn’t appear that new 
stamps will be issued. The White House isn’t the only residence where stamps 
are being neglected these days. There’s been quite a to do over extra cost of 
printing bicolored stamps, but it seems we are going to continue to print them 
that way until some new designs are approved by the Chief. The Will Rogers 
stamp, more Famous Americans and other forecasts have withered into for- 
gotten things, with only vague hopes now for the envelopes.

SOBSERVATION.

The main factor 
worthy of any deliberation is that stamps 
promise a rise in value and a steady climb 
for quite a while. Conditions in the past, 
and proof of crucial facts have convinced 
people never before interested in stamps, that 
Philately is one of the sound investments 
based on the best judgement in the world 
today.

Refugee Relief Auction

One of the greatest tributes ever paid 
philately was rendered when more than 1,300 
civic and social leaders as well as prominent 
stamp collectors jammed the Grand Ballroom 
of New York’s famous Hotel Astor on June 
jrd to attend the combined testimonial din- 
wr in honor of James A. Farley and the 
"grand sale of the National Philatelic Auc- 
tions for Refugee Relief. Distinguished citi- 
wns from all walks of life, including promi- 
nent government officials, business leaders and 
well known stamp collectors were on hand 
for the occasion. 

In addition to serving as a tribute to Far- 
ley, the occasion climaxed the efforts of the 
National Philatelic Auctions, which organi- 
ution is raising funds for Europe’s refugees 
who have been forced to seek shelter on our 
shores, through the sale of selected stamps 
and philatelic material donated by collectors 
throughout the nation. 

For the past eight months, a series of 
stamp auctions have been held in cities 
throughout the country, the proceeds of 
which are for the benefit of The Friendship 
House, the Joint Distribution Committee and 
the Catholics Refugees Committee, the lead- 
ing refugee organizations representing the 
three great faiths. 

The tribute dinner in honor of Farley, 
who served as Postmaster-General for almost 
tight years and has dohe so much to promote 
stamp collecting, served to highlight the auc- 
tion of the choice stamps to the distinguished 
gusts and stamp collectors present at the 
function.

Mr. Morrison stated 
two color trials of this stamp, in ultramarine 
and Prussian blue were submitted to the King, 
who selected the ultramarine for the issued 
stamp. In error one sheet of the Prussian 
blue trial color was issued. After this ‘‘con- 
fession” the block brought £160. A first day 
Mulready cover brought £16. A_ repaired 
copy of the 30c 1869 inverted flags was 
bought by Spencer Anderson for £130. The 
total realized in the two days sale was 
£3,728.

together the Henry Collin Company and the 
Scott Company (founded and then main- 
tained by J. W. Scott) to form the Scott 
Stamp and Coin Company. Henry Collin’s of- 
fice at 79 Nassau street was kept open as a 
branch and “Mr. Van” was put in charge. 
Although the branch has moved several 
times since then and the chief executives of 
the Scott company have changed a number 
of times, “Mr. Van” has remained continual- 
ly in charge of the Scott Branch Store. 
Stamp collecting has changed almost as 
much as New York since 1884.

Modern warfare has brought many new 

lems to those in charge of our plans 
for national defense. Tanks, air planes, in 
various sizes, with many rapid changes, like 
fashions for women, present a constant puz- 
yle to expert designers and engineers. Some 
new wrinkle means the life or death of those 
using these new weapons of warfare. 

However, in spite of years of careful 
training in camps or our best technical 
schools it is found the development of a fine 
physique or a sort of super man is not 
enough. Maintaining the morale of the man 
behind the gun, the wheel, the stick is also 
important. It is just important today as it 
was when “Knights were bold” and wore 
the colors of their lady fair in individual 
combats. It is this morale, the complete con- 
trol of ones nerves that means life or death 
in the most nerve wrecking contests the 
world has ever seen. 

The plan of our government to establish 
recreational centers at all training camps is 
far more important than most people re- 
dize. Our army and navy officers have en- 
dorsed the plan. They realize men cannot be 
driven “full speed ahead” in any training 
period without some opportunity for rest 
and relaxation. How can an aviator or tank 
driver be in complete control of his plane or 
wok if his nerves are worn down by long 
hours of strenuous work without periods of 
tet? The instant decision, the automatic re- 
ation in the heat of battle may mean life 
or death. This cool, perfect physical condi- 
tion is best developed through periods of 
complete change of thought from the daily 
toutine of the training camp.

is the most educational and intriguing hobby 
and would certainly prove interesting and 
diverting to thousands of men seeking some- 
thing to occupy leisure hours. 

There are so many branches of philately it 
would appeal to a larger number than to any 
other recreational activity. Each camp, each 
branch of the service, could have a special 
design drawn for envelopes and these could 
be printed in colors at the camp and sold at 
a price to cover the expense. These would be 
prized by the “girl friend” or family and 
when peace comes would make a nice collec- 
tion with dated post marks. Doubtless the 
“girl friend” would soon become a cover col- 
lector. 

During the Civil War many special cov- 
ers were used by the soldiers and sailors. The 
patriotic designs, many in colors, were varied 
and unique. These covers command good 
prices now and are hard to get. My father 
was with Sherman. Both his brothers were 
killed in the Civil War after nearly three 
years service. When we came to California in 
1884, father burned nearly a barrel full of 
these envelopes. They would probably be 
worth $1,000 now or more. 

Anyone or any club interested in helping 
in establishing stamp clubs at our training 
camps should write me at address above. I 
plan to send the letters to President Roose- 
velt, as he is an ardent philatelist and I am 
confident will support the plan to establish 
such stamp clubs at the recreational centers.

The letter sent on May 6, 1861 by the 
President of the American Bank Note Co. to 
U. §S. Postmaster General Blair, answering 
and denying accusations of competitors that 
the company was engaged in work for the 
Confederate States, is reprinted in full in the 
April Collectors Club Philatelist. This is part 
of Clarence Brazer’s Historical Catalog of 
U. S. Stamp Essays and Proofs which is 
being printed in installment form in that 
magazine. Full details of formation of the 
American Bank Note Co. are given, provid- 
ing many interesting sidelights on the men 
who produced our early stamps. The maga- 
zine is published by the Collectors Club, 22 
E. 35th St., New York. 





A reader sends speciments of the stamps 
given and sold relief clients. The design is 
pleasing and they are engraved. Size is that 
of the Special Delivery stamp, printing was 
by rotary press and perforations are 11x1042. 
Unfortunately for collectors, though they 
are not eligible for Scott’s probably, the 
stamps are issued in booklets, in panes of 
four and straight edge around the panes, so 
that two copies of each pane have two 
straightedges and two others one straight 
edge. The only difference between the two 
kinds is that the blue one reads “SURPLUS 
FOOD ORDER” and the orange one “FOOD 
ORDER.” Denomination is 25c. These have 
been noted before but we repeat descriptions 
for benefit of those who haven’t seen them. 
Issued by the Federal Surplus Commodity 
Corporation a subsidiary of the Department 
of Agriculture. 





An outstanding Ic 1851 cover was of- 
fered in the May 20 Special Rarity Auction 
of J. M. Bartels Co. It was a large (84x5% 
inches) fancy Valentine envelope postmarked 
at New Orleans and franked with two pairs 
and two singles of the 1c Type II, the four 
stamp items being placed a pair in each up- 
per corner and a single in each lower corner, 
the stamps being cancelled lightly with a 
grid. A show piece that must have made its 
original finder’s heart beat fast! 





The 4c Columbian error (or shade as some 
call it) was first reported in January 1895 
in the philatelic press. C. H. Mekeel of the 
C. H. Mekeel Stamp and Publishing Co. of 
St. Louis noticed a sheet in the dark blue 
color of the 1c when looking over the col- 
lection of sheets of Columbians formed by 
the Cleveland banker, J. V. Painter. Mr. 
Painter had assembled all the shades he could 
find of each value, retaining them in sheets. 
The 4c dark blue had been purchased from 
the first lot of the stamp received at the 
Cleveland post office.

“Why aren’t the stamps of Lundy Island 
in the Scott Catalogue?” We thought we had 
covered this subject thoroughly a year or so 
xo.

Some choose to dignify them with the title 
if “Local Stamps” and compare them to the 
jus which flourished in the U. S. in the 
it40s.

The 
hbels are tolerated by the British just as are 
Christmas Seals etc. in this country—if they 
weon the backs of mail.

"When were the Postal Savings stamps 
first issued?” We'd like more details on that 
telves. The plate numbers indicate the 
plates were made in 1910 and the orange 
samps were printed that summer on double- 
line watermarked paper, perf 12 (same perf. 
ad paper as for postage stamps). When the 
orange stamp was issued does not appear in 
tr records, nor of the second and much 
tommoner variety which is in blue on single- 
line watermark paper, perf. 12. This blue 
tamp along with remainders of the orange 





ones continued in current use or we should 
say in stock, until the falling apart of the 
sheets made accounting so difficult that a 
new printing’ was made in 1935 from new 
plates of the original stamp design, but on 
current unwatermarked paper and perforated 
the current gauge of 11.

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Air Mail First Days at 
Conventions 


Postmaster General Frank C. Walker an- 
nounced today that arrangements have been 
made to have the first day sales of the re- 
maining denominations of the new series of 
Air Mail postage stamps in conjunction with 
the annual conventions of the major phila- 
telic societies throughout the country. In 
doing so, the Postmaster General pointed out 
that since these stamps are not associated, be- 
cause of their designs or otherwise, with defi- 
nite localities, it was considered not inap- 
propriate to comply with the requests of 
these major philatelic organizations for the 
designation of the “convention cities for the 
first day sales. He stated further that the 
policy of placing new stamp issues on sale 
at given post offices a day in advance for 
the handling of first day covers was prompted 
solely by philatelic considerations. 

The Postmaster General also announced 
the colors for the five additional denomina- 
tions of Air Mail stamps as well as the dates 
and cities where the conventions of the vari- 
ous philatelic societies will be held. It has 
already been announced that the new 6-cent 
Air Mail stamp, printed in red ink, will be 
placed on first day sale at the Washington, 
D. C., post office, on June 25, 1941. 

The following are the denomination desig- 
nations, the post offices of first day sale, the 
philatelic organizations affected, the dates of 
meetings and the colors of the five new Air 
Mail postage stamps:

Plates Made For Airmails 


The Bureau of Engraving and Printing 
during May made only 16 new postage stamp 
plates, four each of the 6c, 10c, 15c and 
20c air mail stamps. These plates are 200 
subject Electric Eye convertible, rotary 
press. The numbers are 6c 22752-53-54-55, 
10c 22756-57-58-59, 15c 22764-65-66-67, 
20c 22760-61-62-63. This may be taken as 
an indication that the 10c, 15c and 20c may 
be ready for issuance shortly after the 6c, so 
collectors will do well to make preparations 
now for sending their first day covers or ob- 
taining them through their dealer. There is 
nothing official on the rumors that some of 
the stamps may not be issued until the. na- 
tional philatelic conventions. 

The only plates sent to press during May 
which had not been previously to press were 
two each of the non-postage 10c and 25c 
Postal Savings stamps. These were 10c 
22722-23 and 25c¢ 22724-25.

Among recent proposals for special stamps 
is that made by Representative Martin ¥. 
Smith of Washington for a stamp commemo- 
rating the 150th anniversary of the discov- 
ery of the Columbia River by Captain Rob- 
ert Gray on May 12, 1792. Mrs. Margaret 
Hopkins Worrell is reported in the Wash- 
ington Sunday Star to have asked for a me- 
morial stamp for Union veterans of the Civil 
War. M. F. Partridge of Petersburg, Va., is 
seeking approval of his suggestion for a 
stamp in memory of General Winfield Scott 
who was born near Petersburg on June 13, 
1786. General Scott was depicted for many 
years on the 24c stamp (1870-1890). The 
Grand Army of the Republic is holding its 
75th annual encampment at Columbus, Ohio, 
this summer and this is expected to be their 
last. An “Oil Stamp” is being sought by the 
Petroleum industry, apparently to advertise 
their annual international show at Tulsa.

Stamps In The News 





Death of two former monarchs resulted re- 
cently in brief return of their names to front 
pages of the world’s press. Wilhelm II is 
better known to philately for indirect results 
in stamp issues rather than from seeing his 
likeness repeated like that of his present day 
imitator. The ex-kaiser’s only appearance on 
postage stamps was the 3 mark and 5 mark 
designs adopted in 1900 and which remained 
in current use until dissolution of the Em- 
pire and flight of the ruler whom other Eu- 
ropean houses termed an upstart. The 3 
mark design shows the scene at the dedica- 
tion of the huge equestrian statue of the 
first emperor, William I, at Berlin on April 
3, 1897. In the foreground may be seen 
William II astride his charger, with other 
notables -rouped around him. The 5 mark 
stamp depicts the closing scene at his speech 
delivered on January 19, 1896, on the cele- 
bration of the 25th anniversary of the Ger- 
man Empire. The Empire had been pro- 
claimed on January 18, 1871 at Versailles 
(France) where William I had received no- 
tification of his designation as Emperor on 
that date. The words “EIN REICH, EIN 
VOLK, EIN GOTT (one country, one peo- 
ple, one God)” were the closing words of 
William II’s address. His present day succes- 
sor for whom William reputedly had only 
contempt, used these words in significantly 
altered form on the Austrian Plebiscite is- 
sue of 1938. The change was from “One 
God” to “One Leader.” 

William II was, as said, indirectly respon- 
sible due to his ambitions and forceful char- 
acter for many stamp issues. It was 
he who was responsible for the selection of 
the Germania design familiar for many 
years. An enthusiastic patron of the theater, 
he appreciated so much the portrayal of the 





symbolical figure by a young actress, that 
he directed she serve as model for the de- 
sign for the pfennig stamps introduced in 
1900. The design was unpopular and many 
newspaper criticisms of the dav must have 
angered the Emperor, and it was surprising 
to foreigners that some of the stronger com- 
ments were tolerated. 

The Kaiser’s yacht “Hohenzollern” built 
in 1895 ostensibly as an addition to the navy 
(since the Reichstag refused to allow such a 
sum to be spent for a yacht) is the best 
known ship in the world to philately. It 
appeared on all issues’ of the colonies and 
these issues supplied many rarities when in- 
vading enemy forces overprinted them in 
the first weeks of occupation. The ship, like 
many another yacht, has had a checkered 
career. After the war it lay idle in the 
Thames in England for years, for it was such 
an ugly vessel that no private yatchsman 
was interested in it. Finally some Norwegian 
businessmen bought it for week-end trips, 
but the depression resulted in its final—and 
present appearance, in Florida as a commer- 
cial institution in the form of a houseboat 
for vacationer’s amusement.
